LESSON FOR OCTOBER 8 

THE BIRTH AND CHILDHOOD OF 
JESUS 

LESSON TEXT— Luke 2:1-20; 40-52. 
GOLDEN TEXT— And Jesus increased 
In wisdom and stature, and in favor with 
God and man.— Luke 2:52. 

REFERENCE MATERIAL — Matt. 1:18; 
2:23. 

PRIMARY TOPIC-The Boy Jesus. 
JUNIOR TOPIC— The Boyhood of Jesus. 
INTERMEOlXTE AND SENIOR TOPIC 
—Jesus at Home and at School. 

YOUNG PEOPLE AND ADULT TOPIC 
—The Religious Training of the Young. 

I. The Birth of Jesus (vv. 1-7). . 

1. Time of (vv. 1-3). It was at a 
time when the Jews were coming un- 
*der the Roman power. It was a most 
propitious time for the introduction of 
the gospel. The whole world was un- 
der one rule, making it possible for 
ministers to go from place to place 
easily and without molestation. 

2. Place of (vv. 4-6). Bethlehem, as the 
prophet had foretold 700 years before 
(Micnh 5:2). God moved the emperor 
to enforce the decree of taxation in 
time to cause Mary to be at Bethlehem. 

3. Circumstances of (v. 7). His sur- 
roundings were of the most humble 
sort. The Almighty Creator conde- 
scended to take upon himself human- 
ity—to be born in a manger, becoming 
the poorest of the poor that none might 
be hindered from coming to Him. 

II. The Birth of Jesus Announced 
(vv. 8-20). 

L To Whom (vv. 8, 9). The shep- 
herds who were watching over their 
flocks by night. The glorious gospel 
message was first given to laboring 
men. 

2. By Whom (v. 9). The first gospel 
sermon was preached by the angel of 
the Lord. The angels have part in 
making known the gospel to lost men. 
These glorious beings no doubt deeply 
sympathize with fallen, sin-cursed men. 

3. The Nature of the Message (vv. 
10-14). It was good tidings of great 
joy. It was good tidings because the 
Way of salvation was about to be 
opened for all — Jew and Gentile. So 
glorious was this news that a multi- 
tude of the heavenly host accompanied 
it with a song of praise. It is through 
Jesus Christ that God's kindness nnd 
good will are made known to man. 

4. The Shepherds Witnessing (vv. 
15-20). They made a prompt investiga- 
tion of the angel's message. 

III. The Child Jesus Growing (w. 
40-52). 

Jesus Christ was divine, but His 
deity did not interfere with His devel- 
opment as a human being. The proc- 
esses of his physical, mental and spir- 
itual growth were the same as those 
of any normal human being. 

1. Jesus Tarrying Behind at Jerusa- 
lem (vv. 40-43). At the age of twelve 
years a Jewish child took his place as 
a worshiper in the temple, for he was 
considered a "child of the law." Being 
conscious of His mission when His 
mother and Joseph were returning 
from attendance at the Passover, Jesus 
tarried behind to enter the temple and 
inquire into the meaning of the ordi- 
nances of God's house. 

2. Jesus Found in the Temple (vv. 
44-47). When His mother and Joseph 
had gone some distance on their jour- 
ney they perceived that Jesus was 

and sought for Him among 
kinsfolk and acquaintances. Not 
Him there they returned to 
Jerusalem, where they found Him in 
the temple. (1) He was "sitting" (v. 
46), showing that He was no passing 
visitor or sightseer. He was perfectly 
at home in His Father's house. (2) 
He was "hearing" (v. 46). He was 
hearing the teachers of God's Word. 
This shows that He was eager to learn 
God's will. (3) He asked questions 
<v. 46). His growing mind was inquisi- 
tive. It more than received what was 
taught ; It inquired after. (4) He an- 
swered questions (v. 47). His answers 
showed great wisdom, such as to as- 
tonish those who heard Him. Yet we 
should not surmise that He was con- 
sciously displaying His wisdom. It 
was not an exhibition of His divine 
wisdom, but the expression of the

She remonstrated with Him for His 
behavior. To this He replied in a 
dignified, yet tender manner. He made 
no apology, showing that He was more 
than the son of Mary. 

4. Jesus' Obedience (v. 51). Though 
He was fully conscious of His divine 
being and mission, He lived a life of 
filial obedience. 

5. Jesus' Development (v. 52). (1) 
Mental. He» "increased N in wisdom." 
(2) Physical. He "increased in stat- 
ure." (3) Spiritual. He 'increased 
in favor with God and man."

MANY CLI MB BIB M ONUMENT 

Big Share of Quests in National Cap- 
ital Make Trip to Mount Vernon— 
Recently Completed Lincoln 
Memorial Popular. 

Washington.— More than 1,000,000 
persons make pilgrimages each year to 
Washington's home, Mount Vernon, 
the beautiful Lincoln memorial and the 
Washington monument, the latter be- 
ing the most popular of the three 
shrines among visitors to the national 
capital. 

Visitors numbering 34,113 went dur- 
ing July to the tdp of the Washington 
monument, located a few hundred 
yards south of the White House. More 
than one-fifth of them clambered up 
the 898 steps In order to see the me- 
morial tablets on the various landings 
inside the shaft. The remainder rode 
to the top in the electric elevator 
which has a capacity of 35 persons. 
More than 5,250,000 people have vis- 
ited the top of the monument since it 
was opened for observation purposes 
October 0, 1888. No entrance fee is 
charged. 

Lincoln Memorial Popular. 

The Lincoln memorial, recently com- 
pleted and opened to the public, was 
visited by 31,383 persons during July. 
Located in Potomac park, directly 
west of the Washington monument, It 
is rather inaccessible for pedestrians; 
visitors usually go there by automo- 
bile. On a recent Sunday 2,000 per- 
sons were recorded as entering the 
great building. It is rapidly becoming 
a shrine for tourists. No entrance fee 
Is charged. 

Washington's old home at Mount 
Vernon on the Potomac river In Vir- 
ginia, 16 miles from Washington, long 
has been the mecca of pilgrims from 
every part of the world, who go by 
steamboat, electric train and automo- 
bile. Kept as nearly in its original 
state as possible by the Ladles Mount j 
Vernon association, it Is a delight to 
all Americans. During July approxi- 
mately 29,000 persons visited Mount 
Vernon and during the year admissions 
numbered 236,000. The proceeds of a 
25-cent entrance fee help keep the es- 
tate in first-class condition. 

The house where Abraham Lincoln 
died, located opposite Ford's theater 
at 516 Tenth street, Northwest, this 
city, is another shrine visited by many 
tourists. It was bought by the United 
States In 1896 for $30,000.

and he has about a year yet to 
serve. During his incumbency the 
Governor has been very generous in 
conferring the honorary rank among 
his friends in all parts of the State, 
with the result that he has a 
lot of staff Colonels for any 
gency. 

In later year Kentucky Governors 
have appointed indiscriminately, 
often at the solicitation of their 
friends who desire to convey a com- 
pliment. Formerly the colonelcy 
appointments were less numerous, 
and it was tactily understood that 
those honored would equip them- 
selves with a dress uniform and ap- 
pear in full regimentals and gold 
lace with the Governor at State 
functions. 

Now, however, it Is a rarity to see 
a Kentucky Colonel in battleship 
order. The new staff officer gets a 
beribboned commission bearing . the 
great seal of the State and Is dub- 
bed "Colonel' for a while, and that 
is the last of it. The Governor rare- 
ly sees them, and probably would I 
not know them it he did. 

Making hay while the sun shines 
has its counterpart in making Col- 
onels while the^ Legislature is in 
session. It is then that the Gover- 
nor is importuned by the solons to 
confer the coveted rank on their 
constituents, which generally he 
does, and new Colonels are turned 
out as fast as the necessary commis- 
sions can be executed. The Ken- 
tucky Colonel long has been an in- 
stitution, and his numbers are not 
destined to grow less. . .

Aside from all sentiment, it will 
be good business for Kentucky to 
respond liberally to the request for 
money for Centre. Success will show 
That Kentucky is alive to offers 
from outside sources. It will show 
an aggressive and enterprising 
spirit. It will enable Centre to 
compete more successfully with 
the richly endowed colleges of other 
States and this will mean that Ken- 
lucky boys will not be under press- 
ure to go away from this State to 
receive advanced education. .

In Madison, Jamesville, Racine, 
Beloit, Superior and other cities, 
clothiers have increased their ad- 
vertising appropriations as much as 
75 per cent.

Only 75,066 Confederate veterans 
out of ' more than 1,000,000 who 
fought for the South during the 
Civil War now are living, according 
to statistics compiled by Colonel 
Francis M. Burrows, of the staff of 
General Julian S. Carr, Commander- 
in-Chief of the United Confederate 
Veterans. 

Of this number 65,707 are draw- 
ing pensions, 1,859 are in Soldiers' 
Homes and the whereabouts of 7,- 
500 is unknown. The statistics 
show that 57,987 widows that 57,- 
987 widows of Confederate^ soldiers 
are receiving pensions, and 667 ne- 
gro veterans are in Homes. 

Texas leads in the number of sur- 
viving veterans with 14,969 on the 
pension rolls and 256 In Homes. 
Georgia and Arkansas stand next 
with 9,000 pensioners and 105 and 
100, respectively, in Homes. 

There are only 1190 ex-Confeder- 
ates in Kentucky now living; 1,000 
draw pensions and 190 are in Con- 
federate Homes and 1,250 widows 
draw pensions. There are no negroes 
pensioned.

LAST TO ADOPT 



Kentucky was the last State to 
i for indigent Confed- 
ite veterans, which it did at the 
session of the Legislature held in 
1912. Although recognition was 
belated, the State has in the inter- 
vening time paid out several million 
dollars to needy Wearers of the 
Gray and their widows. 

The last Legislature raised the 
monthly stipend from $10 to $12, 
but the act was nullified by Execu- 
tive disapproval. At the time the 
original act was passed many Con- 
federate veterans resisted the pen- 
sion movement, and had not the 
late James B. McCreary, himself a 
Confederate soldier, been Governor 
at the time, it is doubtful if the 
pension law would have become ef- 
fective. 

The State pension has been a god- 
send to many of the veterans and 
their widows in their declining days, 
and this drain on the treasury has 
never evoked criticism from any 
source other thaD from some Con- 
federates who dislike the idea of 
their comrades being put in the at- 
titude of dependents on the bounty 
of the State. 

The State Senate was the scene of 
a touching incident when the Con- 
federate Pension Bill was up for 
passage. The late Senator J. M. 
Biggerstaff, of Warren county, a 
Republican and Union veteran, then 
enfeebled by bodily ailments, pa- 
thetically deplored the tardy recog- 
nition t>f a State obligation in car- 
ing for its Confederate soldiers in 
their last days, and he appealed to 
bis colleagues that not a dissenting

PERILS OF NIGHT ARE BARED 



Dark Clothing Often Shuts Man on 
(t From Gaze of Driver in Au- 



ITew York. — Pedestrians along coun- 
try roads and those who walk in the 
streets at night in preference to using 
the sidewalks can contribute material- 
ly toward the reduction of automobile 
accidents by walking on the left side 
of the road, facing oncoming traffic, 
according to D. H. Lewis, acting ex- 
ecutive chairman of the American Au- 
tomobile association. 

"Courtesy on the part of the auto- 
mobile driver demands the use of 
dimmed lights at night," said Mr. 
Lewis, "and this factor, while it con- 
tributes to the safety of passing mo- 
torists, makes it exceedingly difficult 
for the automobile driver to see a pe- 
destrian walking along the edge of the. 
road in the same direction the car is 
traveling. This difficulty is Increased 
If the pedestrian happens to be wear- 
ing dark clothing. The result is that 
the driver is practically on top of the 
pedestrian before the latter becomes 
visible. 

Warning to Pedestrians. 

"Walking on the left hand side of 
the road is just as good for the pedes- 
trian and enables him to see the ap- 
proaching automobile in time to step 
aside if the motorist does not see him 
in time to swerve. 

"The pedestrian should remember 
that the rules of the road require the 
autoist to keep to the right and should 
contribute to the factor of safety by 
keeping to that side of the road which 
best enables him to escape the oncom- 
ing car and especially the occasional 
speed fiend or 'flivverboob,' who cares 
nothing for consequences and speeds 
regardless of the rights of others, for 
It has been truly said that whether 
you were in the right or not does not 
matter after you are in the hands of 
the undertaker." 

Roads Congress to Meet. 
•A certain indication that after eight 
years of war and upheaval the world 
is beginning to return to a normal 
state is contained in the announcement 
that the International Road congress, 
which ceased operations In 1914 be- 
cause of the European conflict, is to 
resume its deliberations early next 
May at Seville, Spain. The program 
for what promises to be the greatest 
and most important conference on 
highway improvement ever held has 
just been received from the office of 
the general secretary in Paris. 

Thousands of delegates, represent 
ing national and state governments 
and good roads associations in the 
United States, Belgium, Canada, Aus- 
tralia. New Zealand, China, Japan. 
France. Great Britain. Italy, Holland, 
Sweden, Denmark. Switzerland, Argen- 
tina. Czechoslovakia, Spain, Portugal, 
Norway, Germany, Jugo-Slavia, Po- 
land, Austria, Cuba, Chile, Brazil and 
many other countries, will participate 
in the congress and exchange views 
and experiences for mutual benefit. 
English. French and Spanish have 
adopted as the official languages.

UNEARTH COIN OF YEAR 1724 




Workmen Excavating Old Headquar- 
ters of General Washington Make 
Interesting Find. 

New York. — Workmen engaged in 
excavating on the site of the mansion 
in Montclair, N. J., that was used by 
General Washington as his headquar- 
ters in the revolution found several old 
copper coins, one bearing the inscrip- 
tion, "British North America, 1724." 
Dr. Maurice Cohen, who now owns the 
property, obtained some of the coins. 

The workmen were moving a ten-ton 
boulder from one corner of the prop- 
erty to the site of the Washington 
headquarters. The boulder will bear 
a bronze tablet bearing a picture of 
the old mansion and a suitable in- 
scription placed there by the Sons and 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion. The old mansion was razed 15 
years ago. 



IT WOULD MEAN VAST SAVING 



Indian Relics Found. 

Salina, Kan.— Relics of the days 
when the Indians roamed the central 
Kansas prairies are being taken out 
of the sand pits east of Salina. Bones 
of large and unnamed animals have 
heretofore been found in this neigh- 
borhood, but these bones that are now 
being found in the sand pits are un- 
like anything ever seen here. The 
most of the specimens have large 
teeth, well preserved, while others are 
badly decayed. In addition to the 
bones many large bullets of lead, flat- 
tened by having come in contact with 
some object, are found. 



Can't Take Pets to Yosemite. 

Yoseniite National Park. — Yisitors 
to Yoseniite hereafter must leave Fido 
and Tabby at home, for no longer will 
the rangers at the gates be permitted 
to care for ' the pets, according to a 
recent announcement. In years past 
dogs have been "checked" at the en- 
trances, but this practice became so 
general that the energies of the 
rangers were devoted almost exelo« 
sively to tlie pups and kitties. 
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Transportation of the Fuel Would Be 
Avoided, and Fewer Men Would Be- 
Required in One Branch 
of World's Work. 

Washington. — A plan for the con- 
version of coal into electrical power at 
the mouths of coal mines and trans 
mitting the currents to the industrial 
consuming centers has been called to 
the attention of the President, Secre- 
tary of Commerce Hoover and other 
high officials of the government. 

In proportion to its value, both In 
money and in heating power, coal is 
Inordinately bulky. More than one- 
third of the total railroad freight of 
the United States is coal. On some 
roads in coal-producing sections coal 
amounts to 80 per cent of all the 
freight hauled. A very large portion 
of this coal is railway fuel — that is, 
coal to fire the engines which haul 
the trains. 

Louis Brandeis, now an associate 
justice of the Supreme court of the 
United States, in his brief in the Five 
Per Cent case before the interstate 
commerce commission, estimated that 
when all items of cost to the railroads 
of buying and hauling their own cpal 
were added, the total would be $250,- 
000,000. Since that estimate was 
made, prices and costs have Increased 
and the railroad coal bill has amount- 
ed to $700,000,000. 

To transport coal to meet.the Amer- 
ican demand, 18,000,000 cars are em- 
ployed annually and of these 2,600,- 
000 cars are employed in hauling coal 
and other traffic. These figures have 
been filed with the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

The commission has found, in one 
of its investigations into the coal traf- 
fic, that approximately 97 per cent of 
all the coal cars return to the mines 
empty. 

These figures give an impression of 
the extent to which the transportation 
system is burdened with the move- 
ment of this bulky material and show 
how much more railroad equipment 
would be available for general freight 
If the power which springs from coal 
could be handled in another manner. 
Power Plants at Mines. 

In general outline the new plan 
would provide for the erection at the 
«al mines of gigantic power plants. 
The ceal would.be brought up just 
fast enough to be put into the 
furnaces and maintain a steady head 
of steam to keep the dynamos turn- 
ing. 

One of the underlying reasons for 
discontent among coal miners and 
therefore one of the main causes of 
the coal strike is the intermittency In 
the industry. The big demand for 
coal comes in the winter time; In the 
summer months it falls off. Coal is 
mined as the market calls for it. 
Therefore, when the demand Is light 
there is little mining to be done. The 
men are thrown out ot employment. 
The result is that coal miners work 
but from 165 to 210 days a year. 
While their wages are regarded as 
good their work is not steady and 
therefore their earnings for the year 
are not large. 

It is the opinion of experts that the 
coal industry is overmanned. There 
are some 700,000 men engaged In it. 
Under the power plan, the intermit- 
tency in the work of coal miners 
would be eliminated. The coal would 
be feeding machines running steadily 
and not an ever-changing open-market 
demand. 

Fewer Men Would Be Needed. 
The requirements of the power gen- 
erators could be reckoned In advance 
with a fair amount of accuracy and 
the coal could be kept coming above 
ground regularly all the year round. 
Fewer men would be required to take 
care of this production and while the 
change would throw many thousands 
out of work it would bw gradual and 
ultimately would result in a clear 
economic gain, It is claimed. Fewer 
men would be doing one branch of 
the world's work. The remainder 
would become engaged in other pro- 
ductive labor. 

The first step In the plan for the 
electrification of the nation is the 
changing over of railroads from steam 
to electric power. The railroads cross 
the country in every direction and the 
cities and industries which consume 
power are built up along their tracks. 
Power cables would parallel the 
tracks, but would carry so much more 
power than would be required for the 
railways that the surplus would be 
ample for diversion to the cities en 
route. This would run the mills and 
factories, light the cities and furnish 
power for municipal traction lines. 

When William G. McAdoo was di- 
rector general of railroads during 
federal control In the wartime, he 
sajd that if government control were 
to be permanent or even long ex- 
tended his first step would be the 
electrification of the railroads. Some 
of the roads have taken the step al- 
ready. Miles of the Baltimore & Ohio, 
the Boston & Maine, the Chicago. 
Milwaukee & St. Paul, the Brie, the 
Great Northern, the Michigan Central, 
the New York Central, the New York. 
New Haven & Hartford, the Norfolk 
& Western, the Pennsylvania and the 
Southern Pacific system already op- 



erate by electricity. Benefits found 

are reduction in fuel cost, in main- 
tenance cost, elimination of coaling 
engines, increased tonnage per train, 
increased speed on grades, increased 
reliability, reduced train crews, in- 
creased safety, reduced damage and 
wear on equipment, reduced deprecia- 
tion on tracks and improved atmos- 
pheric conditions. Noise also is elim- 
inated. The child of trie future may 
not identify a railroau train as a 
"choo-choo." 

Electric Operation Cheaper. 

All operating costs considered, the 
experts figure that there is a net sav- 
ing of 25 per cent in electric opera- 
tion of railroad trains as compared 
with steam. An analysis made by the 
Norfolk & Western railroad revealed 
that the fuel cost of running an elec- 
tric locomotive 100 miles was $44.95, 
compared with a cost of $72.42 for 
a steam locomotive. 

It Is estimated that power can be 
transmitted by cable for a distance 
of miles before the leakage makes 
the transmission wasteful. In many 
sections of the country no railroad 
is more than 200 miles distant from a 
coal mine. But in the non-coal-produc- 
ing regions, the mine-mouth electrical 
plants would be supplemented,' under 
the plan, by hydro-electric power 
plants. 

The nation is rich in water power, 
by far the greater part of which is 
undeveloped. The general scheme of 
railroad and industrial electrification 
would Include greater power develop- 
ment from the streams. Between 
these hydro-electric plants and the 
coal-corisuining power plants the conn- 
try could be covered with a network 
of power cables which would serve 
every purpose. *— . 

Some coal .movement would con- 
tinue, such as that for domestic heat- 
ing, but the great bulk of Jhe coal 
transported to run railroads and fac- 
tories would not leave the mines. Its 
energy would be shipped by wire. 

Such a stupendous development 
could not be realized in a day. It 
would he the work of many years, but 
with the forces of th* government, 
supplemented by the support of the 
great Industrial and railroad corpora- 
tions,, it might be a feasible undertak- 
ing. 9

One of the most extraordinary crea- 
tures ever seen in "the London zoo has 
Just arrived there in the form of an 
Albino monkey, sent from Tanganyika. 
Albinos are white specimens of a crea- 
ture not usually white, and this is the 
first time on record that an albino 
monkey has ever been at the zoo. The 
exact species of the monkey is not 
definitely known. 



POOR ADDRESSES TO BLAME 



Investigation Shows They Are the 
Chief Cause of Failure of Mail 
to Arrive. 



Washington. — Recent investigations 
made at the request of tb.e Depart- 
ment of Commerce regarding the fail- 
ure of foreign mail to reach its desti- 
nation resulted in the disclosure that 
carelessness in proper addressing of 
matter is responsible. 

The Post Office department has been 
conducting a survey of conditions at 
the port of New York, where an aver- 
age of 30,000 pieces of mail daily is 
received and placed upon ships for 
foreign-bound points, which has result- 
ed in the discovery that illegible 
names and poorly printed addresses 
cause many letters and packages to 
go astray. A report of the situation 
has been made to the Department of 
Commerce. 

Most of the blame Is laid upon the 
larger manufacturers of the United 
States, who are the major offenders in 
failing to properly address their for- 
eign mail. The report, while com- 
mending the use of addressing ma- 
chines, urges that careful attention be 
given to their operation, particularly 
in the case of letters or packages to 
be sent overseas. 



CHAINS SON IN HOME 4 DAYS 



Father Admits He "Kept Boy Out of 
Trouble."— Rescued by 
Police. 

New York. — Andrew Karo, nine- 
year-old son of John Karo, was res- 
cued by Uie police after his father had 
kept him in chains for four days. 

According to the boy and his sisters, 
Andrew was forced to keep chains 
on night and day. When polity found 
him he lay in a corner with a chain a 
yard long wrapped around his ankles 
and the feet secured with a padlock. 

Karo admitted that he chained and 
padlocked his son, but he said that at 
night the boy was released. The fath- 
er said he chained the boy to "keep 
him out of trouble."

BAR WOMEN FROM BOXING 



Pittsburgh. — A film of oil dropped on 
the pavement by an errant automo- 
bile contains the same color values as 
the highly decorative tail feathers of 
the peacock, said Dr. Wilder D. Ban- 
croft of Cornell university, speaking 
at the general meeting of the Ameri- 
can Chemical society. 

"Everybody has noticed the brilli- 
antly colored 1 patches on the pave- 
ments where automobiles have spilled 
oil," said Doctor Bancroft. "The col- 
ors range from red to gold to blue and 
are very vivid or metallic. They 
change with the angle at which one 
sees them and they are not due to 
pigments, since we have a thin film 
of a nearly colorless oil. 

"These colors are due to the inter- 
ference of light reflected from the up- 
per and lower surfaces of the film and 
they depend on the thickness of the 
film, which averages about one fifty- 
thousandth of an inch. They are more 
vivid when oil is spilled on an asphalt 
pavement than when on a dirt road 
because there is less disturbing light 
reflected from the black background. 
Feathers Are Iridescent 
"The brilliant colors of the tail 
feathers of the peacock and the ap- 
parently self-luminous reds • in the 
throat feathers of the humming bird 
are not due to pigments. When one 
looks through a peacock's feathers one 
sees only a brown due to the so-called 
melanin pigment which is equivalent 
to the asphalt pavement. In all the 
Iridescent feathers the barbules are 
flattened plates of brown which there- 
fore give the colors of thin films. The 
structure is so marked that an expert 
can pick out the iridescent feathers 
in the dark by the feel. 

"It is possible to duplicate the color 
effects of the peacock and the hum- 
ming bird by putting a very thin coat 
of varnish over any dark feather; but 
we cannot regulate the thickness with 
such accuracy as to produce the pat- 
terns of the peacock. When one con- 
siders that variations In thickness of 
a hundred-thousandth of an inch may 
change the color completely, it seems 
marvelous that all the tail feathers 
of all the peacocks can be so nearly 
alike. 

Peacock Not an Albino. 

"The neck feathers of the white 
pigeon show practically no iridescence 
because the dark background is lack- 
ing. If they are dyed brown, the Iri- 
descence appears In full force. On 
the other hand the white peacock is 
not an albino in the sense or merely 
having no dark pigment. The whole 
structure of the feathers has changed. 
The barbules are not flat plates and 
consequently no brilliant colors can 
be developed by dyeing the feather 
brown or painting the back with India 
ink."

LAY MORE BRICKS WITH MUSIC 



Proves His Theory When 
He InstaJIs Phonograph 
at His Plant 

Quitman, Miss. — Bricklayers work 
like fiends when Jazz music from a 
phonograph Is played, It was shown 
hi a test made here by A. B. Morse, 
general manager of a lumber plant 

The phonograph was installed at 
the plant, being built after a fire, to 
relieve the monotony experienced by 
men working at night. All the rec- 
ords, about forty, were of Jazz, and a 
boy was employed with no other duty 
than to keep the machine running all 
night 

When Morse made Inventory he dis- 
covered that 15,000 more bricks had 
been laid over the number laid In a 
similar period when there was no 
phonograph Jazz. 

More thtn that, the night men did 
more than those of the day shift. 

Work of rebuilding the plant was 
completed in twenty days. 



United States Biological Survey 
Traces Blue-Winged Teal From 
Canada to_Trinldad. 

Washington. — How far will a migra- 
tory bird travel In Its fall and spring 
flights? The biological survey has de- 
termined that they make flights of at 
least 3,000 miles. 

An Investigation has been conduct- 
ed for several years by the survey by 
trapping ducks and other strong- 
winged fowl In northern sections and 
marking them with light numbered 
bands. The numbers on the fowl are 
recorded and from time to time, hunt- 
ers bagging some of those marked, re- 
port where and when the bird was 
brought down. 

More than 200 such birds were 
loosed with the bands from Lake 
Scugog, In Ontario. So far the rec- 
ord flight Is that of a blue-winged teal, 
banded September 24, 1920, and killed 
two months and seven days later In a 
swamp near Port of Spain, on the Is- 
land of Trinidad. The shortest pos- 
sible flight the bird could have taken 
to reach this point, which Is off the 
coast of Venezuela, is 3,000 miles. 

In tracing their routes It seemed 
apparent that the mallards and black 
duck traveled together and their 
course frbm Lake Scugog was south- 
ward along the shores of Lake Erie 
by way of the St. Clair flats. Her.e 
the route divided, the majority con- 
tinuing southwest, crossing the Ohio, 
and then to the Mississippi valley, 
where the majority wintered. 

The others took a southeasterly 
course, crossing the Alleghenles and 
reaching the Atlantic coast by way of 
Chesapeake and Delaware, bays. *

BABY ISLE HAS VEGETATION 

Birds Believed to Have Carried Seeds 
te Island Cast Up In Bering 



Unalaska, Alaska. — One of the red- 
hot baby Islands raised from the bot- 
tom of Bering sea in 1906 is now said 
to be covered with sparse vegetation 
and some seedling tree growth. 

The crew of a codfishlng vessel, land- 
ing here for fresh water, told of 
steaming close to the Bogoslof group 
of recently made volcanic Islands and 
discovering the change. 

When this submarine eruption oc- 
curred a vast quantity of rock was 
thrown up and later this appeared to 
be covered with slimy lava suds. The 
loosely piled broken rock formed 
headlands of .many acres around the 
edges of the steaming island. The 
cooling of the loose lava by wind, rain 
and snow made new soil.

GIN SPANISH MOSS IN SOUTH 



Fiber Said to Furnish Excellent Ma- 
terial .for Upholstery, Mattresses 
, and Other ~ 



Brazoria; Tex^— One of rapidly grow- 
ing industries of Texas and Louisiana 
is gathering Spanish gray moss and 
commercializing the product. The 
moss is put through a ginning process 
by which the fiber is extracted. It is 
then used for upholstering, mattresses 
and other purposes. There are a num- 
ber of these moss factories scattered 
through southeastern Texas and east- 
ern Louisiana. One of the largest of 
these Is at Brazoria. 

In Louisiana there are probably half 
a dozen large moss factories with an 
Investment each of close to $100,000, 
while there are a score or more 
smaller plants located through the gulf 
coast of Louisiana and Texas, each 
with $6,000 to $15,000 Invested. 

The moss is a parasite that has 
caused the destruction of many mil- 
lions of dollars' worth of trees. It 
often hangs In thick strands several 
feet long. Running through the moss 
Is a fine, strong and dark fiber which 
has become commercially known as 
vegetable hair. It is this fiber that Is 
now in great demand for upholstering. 

For upwards of a hundred years the 
people of Louisiana and Texas have 
home-cured this growth and made ex- 
ceptionally comfortable mattresses 
from it.

High temperature during most of 
the .week hastened the maturity of 
late tobacco and corn; but caused 
such rapid drying of the soil that 
there was little Improvement in con- 
dition. Cutting of both crops pro- 
ceeded rapidly. Most tobacco in 
the southern counties has been cut, 
but considerable hurley is still in 
the field. The long period of dry, 
warm weather has caused the first 
cutting \>f tobacco to cure rapidly, 
with a good color, ' and without 
damage from sweating. Some of it 
is about ready to strip. Early 
oprn in the shock is well dried out, 
and some is "dry enough to crib. 
The week was too hot and dry for 
late potatoes, which range in con- 
dition from poor to fair in most lo- 
calities. In most of the crop the 
plants are still green, but are small 
and are not doing well. Some of 
the earliest planting are being dug, 
with light yields. The weather 
was favorable for completing the 
harvest of cowpea and alfalfa hay, 
and for filling silos. The few scat- 
tered showers reached only a small 
area, and plowing is being seri- 
ously delayed by dry soil. What 
seeding has been done, mostly of 
cover erops, has been accomplished 
under unsatisfactory conditions as 
to .drilling and germination. But 
little wheat has been sown. Past- 
ures continue poor in most locali- 
ties, having lost most that was 
gained ffom the last rains. Except 
plowing and seeding, which await 
rain, farm work is well advanced. 
Conditions were favorable for gath- 
ering and marketing fruit.
